FORT WORTH — Marguerite Oay- 
erie Oswald, 73, who, was steadfast hi 
her contention that her son Lee Har- 
vey Oswald did not kill President 
John F. Kennedy, died Saturday after 
several weeks of secret treatment for 
cancer in Harris Hospital-Methodist. 

She once said her son, who was 
shot to death two days after Ken- 
nedy’s assassination in Dallas Nov. 
22, 1963, should be buried beside the 
slain president because "Lee Harvey 
See MRS.

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1964 revealed no new information, 
panel members said. 

A year after .Oswald was shot to 
death by Dallas nightclub owner 
Jack Ruby, Mrs. Oswald said: 

"Nothing in my investigation 
shows any involvement of Lee at all. I 
have devoted my life to my investiga- 
tion and expect to as long as I have a 
nickel to buy a loaf of bread." 

In December 1978, when the US. 
House Assassinations Committee . 
ended its 2-year investigation of the 
Warren Report with conclusions that 
Oswald killed the president but may 
not have acted alone, Mrs. Oswald 
made one of her last public state- 
ments/ • 

Saying she was “pleased and de- 
lighted" with the report, Mrs. Oswald 
said: 

r*‘I know my son was framed. Since 
he died he was used as a pacifier for 
the nation. He was blamed, rather 
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has become a part of history. In 
death, he should take his place along- 
side the men they say be murdered." 

A spokesman for Harris Hospital- 
Methodist said Mrs. Oswald was ad- 
mitted Nov. 21, and her presence was 
kept-lecret from even hospital" per- 
sonnel. She died at 6:10 a.m. Saturday.
